At the p o lice statio n Mr. Washin g ­ 
to n said that he had receiv ed a tele­ 
g ram fro m the au dito r o f the Tu ske­ 
g ee In stitu te, D. E. Smith, askin g him 
to g o to the ho me o f Smith’s co u sin , 
also n amed Smith, at 11% West Six ty - 
third street. 
He said that he lo o ked 
at the n ames o n the bells in the hall 
o f 11%, which is an ap artmen t ho u se, 
an d was u n able to fin d an y o n e n amed 
Smith. 
He said that he may hav e stay ed in 
fro n t o f the ap artmen t fo r a few mo ­ 
men ts, an d that he wen t back sev eral 
times to lo o k fo r Smith. Then he said 
that Ulrich ran o u t o f the ap artmen t 
ho u se v estibu le an d came at him with 
a clu b.

Is O nly Half M arketed 


Has Them All ^ 


Althou gh less than half of the av ­ 
erage amou nt of home grown corn 
which annu ally reaches the Ru shv ille 
markets has arriv ed on 
the 
local 
market since the crop 
was 
taken 
from the fields last 
an^ du ring 
the early part of the winter, it is ex ­ 
pected by grain dealers that bu t lititle 
more home grown com will be mark­ 
eted, u ntil the crop of the coming 
season is brou ght on the market. The 
grain dealers say that not more » than 
forty per cent, of (the marketable 
com raised in Ru sh cou nty last sea­ 
son has been marketed and attribu tes 
the cau se to the poor price which it 
has brou ght and the inferior qu ality 
of the grain. 
The fact that com of 
a mu ch better qu ality was 
raised 
elsewhere has helped v ery materially 
to keep down the price of com in all 
pants of the cou ntry and to keep the 
home grown produ ct ou t of the local 
market. 
The Ru sh cou nty farmers brou ght 
their poorest qu ality of corn on the 
market first and that which was held 
by the farmers in hopes that the 
price wou ld adv ance is of a v ery 
fair qu ality , bu t not u p «to the stand­ 
ard of the corn raised in Ru sh cou n­ 
ty in former y ears. Cora is now sel­ 
ling at fifty 
cents per hu ndred 
pou nds. 
A y ear ago today it was 
selling at sev enty -fiv e cents, while in 
Janu ary 19 10 it sold for eighty -eight 
cents. 
The poor qu ality of the Ru sh cou n­ 
ty corn was du e to the rain du ring 
the growing season. The rains came 
late in the season and after harv est, 
with the resu lt that 'the corn froze 
before it matu red. Mu ch of the corn 
brou ght in from the fields T^ou ld hav e 
rotted had it been allowed to remain 


in the crib u ntil warm weather and it 
had a chance to thaw and become 
warm. The greater part of the com 
now in the hands of the farmers will 
be fed to stock and chickens is the 
belief of grain dealers. 
Not oi£ y nas tbe com mov ed slow­ 


ly bu t ¿II Ru sh cou nty 
grain ha& 
been slow to reach the marketf. Wheat 
has been especially slow in arriv ing 
and it is believ ed that a great deal 
will be shipped into Ru shv ille du ring 
the nex t few months as many farm ­ 
ers show no disposition to sell at the 
figu re which wheat is bringing. 
Grist-mill men « say wheat has hit 
the toboggan and will not adv ance 
for sev eral months at least. 
It is 
^pow selling at eighty -six cents and 
the tendency is downward. 
Only a 
few day s ago it was selling at ninety - 
fou r certts. Althou gh wheat was sel­ 
ling at $1.12 a (y ear ago, it had at 
that time started on the down grade. 
There are thou sands of bu shels of 
wheat in the cou nty which hav e been 
held in spite of the decline in the 
price. 
The greater 
part 
of 
this 
wheat cou ld hav e been sold at .$1.25 
or better a y ear ago, bu t the farmers 
thou ght at that 
time 
that 
wheat 
wou ld go to $1.50. 
Oats are now bringing twenty -sev ­ 
en cents against forty cents a y ear 
ago, with the prospects of fu rther 
decline. 
The oats hav e mov ed fairly 
well, bu t not nearly all of the crop 
has been marketed. 
Prices on all grain 
are 
on 
the 
down grade and the prospects for 
good crops were nev er better, say the 
grain dealers. They also say that if 
the wheat is winter killed the prace 
will adv ance, bu it that it is not likely 
to be killed now as the backbone of 
the winter is broken.

States go v ernment has taken o fficial 
no tice o f the Indianapo lis Mo to r Speed­ 
way with the result that two engineer 
phy sicists fro m the Bureau o f Stand­ 
ards at Washingto n, D. C., hav e taken 
up headquarters at the famo us brick 
co urse to make tests and o bserv atio ns 
which will sho w the effect o f atmo s­ 
pheric changes o n the v itrified pav ing 
surface. The Speedway was cho sen as 
the mo st perfect sample o f brick pav ­ 
ing in the co untry and the peculiar 
slo pes and curv es at the turns o f the 
race co urse giv e the o nly o ppo rtunity 
to test Irregular pav ing and ro ad co n­ 
structio n. 
Majo r J ames E. Ho ward, head o f the 
ex perimental wo rk fo r the go v ernment, 
is autho rity fo r the statement that the 
Speedway stands alo ne in the v itrified 
brick pav ing field as an ex ample o f 
almo st perfectio n, and the results o b­ 
tained fro m the test there will be o f 
lasting benefit to the cities thro ugho ut 
the land.

Babies are scarce in Chicago, w here 
only 39 p er cent of the total p op ulation 
of Cook county is comp osed of boys 
and girls under tw enty-one years of 
age. 
It undoubtedly is w orse than 
this in the city itself, for the country 
territory included in the county raises 
the actual p ercentage. 
But Chicago is not so badly off in 
the way of children as Peoria, w here 
the p rop ortion of juveniles to adults 
drop s to 35 p er cent. 
Sim ilarly low 
p rop ortions p revail in Sp ringfield, Au­ 
rora, Joliet, E ast St. Louis, Rock ford 
Danville and other p rincip al cities. 
Down in the south end of the state, 
far from the stress of urban life, is 
w here infant life teem s. 
The banner 
baby county is H ardin, cradled in a 
great bend of the Ohio river in the 
extrem e southeast corner of the state. 
H ere, w here the scream of the loco­ 
m otive never has been heard within 
the boundaries 
of the county, and 
w here the telegrap h and 
telep hone 
have only lately p enetrated, is the 
p aradise of baby life in Illinois. 
The 
p ercentage of juveniles to adults in 
H ardin county is 52. 
Close com p etitors of H ardin county 
in rearing children are the neighbor­ 
ing H am ilton and Johnson, with 51 p er 
cent; F rank lin and G allatin, with 50 
p er cent each; Calhoun and Clinton, 
w ith 49 p er cent; and Effingham, with 
46 p er cent.

on and picking Sparks u p. 
When he. 
was within abou t a qu arter of a mile 
of Fou ntaintown, he saw the east- 
bou nd passenger, bu t su pposed that 
fhe motorman saw his car and wou ld 
wait there for him to make the siding. 
When the passenger came on Sparks 
ran ahead to flag the passenger, and 
Motorman Stu mp rev ersed his car 
and began backing. 
Sparks wav ed 
his flag frantically , bu t Motorman 
Anderson did not lessen {he speed of 
his car, and as a last resort, Sparks 
threw his flag at the front end of the 
car. 
Stu mp estimates that his car 
was ru nning -abou t ten miles an hou r 
and that the passenger was going 
abou t thirty miles an hou r when the 
crash came. 
Stu mp ju mped and was 
inju red by fly ing timbers and the fall 
to the grou nd. 
Motorman Anderson say s that his 
car door was opened 
when he left 
Fou ntaintown and that he 
had to, 
mov e some baggage before closing it# 
which reason he giv es for not seeing 
the freight. 
The 
cu rrent 
on the 
passenger was nev er shu t off and the 
motorman nev er left 
his car. 
The 
cu rrent on the freight car was shu t 
off before the impact came. 
It seems nothing less than a mir­ 
acle that Motorman Anderson escap­ 
ed seriou s inju ry . 
He climbed ou t 
from u nder the 
wreckage 
u nhu rt, 
aside from a few bru ises which he 
receiv ed from fly ing 
timber. 
The 
front part of his car, inclu ding the 
baggage room and the smoking de­ 
partment was demolished. 
The par­ 
tition between the baggage room and 
the smoking compartment was hu rl­ 
ed down and nearly all of the win­ 
dows in that part of the ca« r were 
broken. 
Sev eral seats were wrench­ 
ed from their position. 
The freight car was telescoped al­ 
most one-fou rth of its length. 
Du e 
to the fact that the freight car was 
backing away from the passenger, 
the impact was not v ery sev ere. 
The 
body of the passenger left the tru ck 
and scooted u p into the interior of 
the freight tearing the siding away . 
The freight was not demolished as 
bad as the one in the recent wreck 
near Connersv ille as the beams u nder 
the car were not wrenched and the 
car was not spru ng ou t of shape. 
Ed Wolfe -and Thomas TTorr of this 
city were the only pissengers in .the 
smoking compartment. 
In 
reciting 
their ex periences, t-liev say that they 
thou ght they wou ld be killed » when 
they saw the partition between the 
smoker and the 
motorman’s 
room 
sailing throu gh the air. 
They were 
slightly bru ised by the wreckage fall­ 
ing on them. 
Sev eral 
passengers 
were on the car bu t they were not in­ 
ju red. 
Mo st of them were thrown 
from their seats and badly frighten­ 
ed, bu t the bru ises which they receiv ­ 
ed were not of a seriou s natu re. 
TheJwrecked ears were backed on 
to a switch before two 
hou rs had 
elapsed and traffic was not impeded 
v ery long. 
The cars were brou ght to 
the shops here y esterday morning 
and many cu riou s people v isited the 
place y esterday to get a sight of 
them.
